Russian Rulers Continue Dictatorial 


Methods, President Eisenhower Says 


Makes New Plea 
Against Cuts 
In Foreign Aid 


WASHINGTON HPI - President 
Eisenhower said today that Rus­ 
sia’s new rulers continue to follow 
dictatorial methods despite their 
extreme attacks on the late Josef 
Stalin. 
Speaking in measured tones, Mr. 
Eisenhower said the new Soviet 
rulers have 
made no 
effort to 
change their dictatorial methods. 
In the President’s view, they mere­ 
ly are saying that the wrong in­ 
dividual was in power. 
In other news conference com­ 
ments the President: 
1. Made another 
plea against 
heavy cuts in his foreign aid pro­ 
gram. 
He said that unless Con­ 
gress supports the administration’s 
$4,900,000,000 program adequately 
and cheerfully, this nation faces 
the prospect of spending additional 
billion# on more weapons for it­ 
self. 
2. Disclosed 
that 
the 
United 
States is re-evaluating its policy 
toward Marshal Tito and his Yugo­ 
slav Communist regime. The Pres­ 
ident would not say, however, that 
the United States should cut off 
foreign aid to Yugoslavia now- that 
Tito 
is becoming friendly with 
Moscow again. The United States 
must do whatever serves its best 
interests in this situation. 
Dulles Speaks in Iowa 
3. He disclosed that Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles will speak 
Saturday at Iowa State college, 
Ames, in an effort to etch in sim­ 
ple form for the American people 
the basic considerations behind the 
foreign aid program. 
4. He said he did not believe 
it proper for him to interfere in 
the Wisconsin Republican primary 
where Senator Alexander Wiley, 
staunch 
administration 
foreign 
policy supporters, has been encoun­ 
tering difficulty. 
He said Wiley 
agreed with this position. 
5. Said that Russia’s invitation 
to Gen. Nathan F. Twining. Air 
Force chief of staff, would be re­ 
ciprocated with the same courte­ 
sies if high Russian offieers wish 
to come to this country. The Pres­ 
ident was asked whether his old 
friend, Soviet armed forces chief 
Georgi Zhukov, might be invited 
to come to the United States. The 
President said that he did not 
know that any invitations would 
be extended. 
But he said that if 
Tw'ining’s opposite number wished 
to come he would be welcome and 
extended the same kind of courte­ 
sies extended to Twining. 
Mr. Eisenhower set forth his 
views on Russian dictatorial meth­ 
ods in a news conference discus­ 
sion of Soviet boss Nikita Khrush­ 
chev’s Feb. 25 speech attacking 
Stalin. 
De-StaUnize Red Party 
The President said the speech 
was an extreme one. 
It was a 
deliberate 
effort by Khrushchev 
and his 
fellow 
leaders to de- 
Stalinize the Communist party, he 


.said. 
The version of the speech 
made public here makes it appear 
it was intended mostly for home 
consumption inside the Soviet Un­ 
ion. 
Mr Eisenhower said the speech 
clearly reveals how the Commu­ 
nist system subjugates the individ­ 
ual to the state. 
In his speech, Khrushchev blam­ 
ed Stalin tor the death of hundreds 
of thousands of Red army soldiers 
in World War II. 
It charged him 
with murder, by false trials and 
other measures, of thousands upon 
thousands 
of “honest 
Commun­ 
ists.” Khrushchev said Stalin was 
planning a purge o^V. M. Molotov 
and other top politburo leaders at

Senate Begins 
Debate on Social 
Security Bill 


WASHINGTON <UP> — The Sen­ 
ate today prepared to start a long, 
hard, and probably close fight on 
the controversial social 
security 
bill. 
Although debate on the measure 
was scheduled to open late today, 
no votes are expected until late 
this’ week or more likely, next 
week. 
The fight will center on efforts 
to put back into the bill House- 
approved provisions stricken by 
the Senate Finance Committee. 
The committee eliminated Dem 
ocratic-sponsored and administra­ 
tion - opposed provisions lowering 
the benefit age for all women and 
disabled workers and boosting so­ 
cial security payroll taxes to cover 
the cost. These key features were 
approved overwhelmingly by the 
House last year. 
As passed by the House, the bill 
would 
let working women and 
wives and widows of men covered 
| by the federal old age insurance 
program collect benefits at 62 years 
j instead of 65. 
Totally disabled 
; workers could start drawing bene­ 
fits at 50. 
Payroll taxes, paid by 
j workers and their employers, would i 
i be boosted by about $1,600,000,000 
| a year. 
The Senate Finance Committee 
! allowed widows only to collect at 
162, wiped out the lower benefit j 
! age for disabled workers and elim -1 
!inated the tax increase. 


Hodge Denies 
Office Accounts

firm, but he said there were no 
funds available for such an audit. 
Audit in Progress 
He said an audit of his office 
by a Champaign firm was now in 
progress and should be completed 
by the end of this month. 
Hodge 
replied 
to a series 
of 
stories in the Chicago Daily News. 
The newspaper said Tuesday that 
: only $33,000 was left in six ac- 
I counts in Hodge’s office for which 
$1,400,000 was appropriated to last 
until the end of the biennium next 
' July. 
Hodge said his office was given 
a working appropriation of $6,193,- 
000. 
He said $2,838,155, or about 
47 per cent of the total was still 
unspent. 
Hodge said he would 
supply 
newsmen later today with a break­ 
down of his various office accounts 
and the amounts of money 
still 
unspent from appropriations.

Stevenson Polls 
Heavy Vote in 
California Test 


WASHINGTON HP—Primary re­ 
turns from California established 
Adlai E. Stevenson today as the 
man to beal for the Democratic 
presidential nomination. They vir­ 
tually knocked Sen. Estes Kefauv- 
er out of the race. 
Jubilant Stevenson supporters ac­ 
claimed their candidate’s showing 
in this final, crucial presidential 
primary of 1956 as proof that he 
can carry on a fighting campaign 
to win back the White House for 
the Democrats. 
But the bruising campaign be­ 
tween Stevenson and Kefauver in 
the 1956 primaries 
has scarred 
Stevenson’s hopes of winning the 
nomination that was handed to him 
on a platter four years ago. 
He 
still faces a struggle to win it this 
year. 
' 
Incomplete returns from Tues­ 
day’s California vote showed Ste­ 
venson polling over 60 per cent of 
the Democratic vote. 
He also was maintaining a slim 
lead over President Eisenhower, 
who was unopposed in the Repub­ 
lican presidential primary. 
How­ 
ever. the Democrats have 800,000 
more 
registered 
voters in Cali­ 
fornia than the Republicans and 
there was no contest comparable 
to the Stevenson-Kefauver race to ; 
turn out the COP vote. 
Gains 68 More Votes 
Already the front-runner in del­ 
egate strength, Stevenson gained 
68 more national convention votes 
by his winner-take-all victory in 
California. The single contest gave 
him about IO per cent of the 686 1-2 
he needs to win the nomination. 
Kefauver picked up 24 more con­ 
vention votes Tuesday in South 
Dakota and Montana, where he j 
was unopposed in Democratic pres­ 
idential primaries. Montana dele­ 
gates will be chosen later but they 
are bound by the primary vote. 
With Tuesday’s vote closing out 
the spring primaries, the ca m -, 
paign of Gov. Averell Harriman of \ 
New York can be expected to pick 
up speed. 
New York Democrats 
elected 86 of their 98 national con­ 
vention delegates 
Tuesday and 
most will support Harriman. With 1 
44 1-2 already listed for him in oth­ 
er states, he already can count on 
about 126 1-2 votes. 
Stevenson’s 
current 
weakness 
stems from the fact that his show­ 
ing in the primaries has caused i 
many Democrats to doubt that he 
could defeat President Eisenhower 
next November in a repeat of their 
1952 match. 
Kefauver conceded defeat in Cal­ 
ifornia about midnight, vowing to 
continue his fight for the nomina­ 
tion. But while he still may figure 
as a possible vice presidential nom­ 
inee, his cnances of winning the 
big prize are now cut almost to 
zero 
In a United Press tabulation of 
indicated first ballot strength at 
the national convention, Califor-1 
nia’s 68 votes raised the Stevenson 
total to 375—far short of a major­ 
ity. 
South Dakota and Montana 
lifted Kefauver s total to 164. 


Six counties in the southeast part

Rich in Historical Lore 
“ Look at the parks at Cave-in- 
Rock and Fort Massac.” he con­ 
tinued, “ and you’ll see thousands 
of our own people. If these places 
are so attractive to our own peo 
pie, they should be just as attrac­ 
tive to others.”

Banks Robbed of 
Nearly $30,000 


CHICAGO 
— Federal agents 
today began the task of tracking 
down bandits who robbed three 
Midwest banks of nearly $30,000 
in 24 hours. 
Two of the robberies Tuesday 
were carried out by lone gunmen. 
The third was a lightning raid by 
four robbers on a Chicago bank. 
An apologetic bandit tied up four 
employes and a customer in the 
State Bank of Triumph, IU., before 
driving off with an estimated $20,- 
000, every cent the bank had in 
cash. 
The other one-man holdtio was 
carried out in Milo, Iowa, where a 
bandit drew a gun from his shirt 
and helped himself to about $1,400. 
The Chicago robbers wore masks 
from stockings, and carted away 
at least $13,666, in grape baskets. 
They forced customers and em­ 
ployes, including a vice president 
of the bank, to the floor while they 
hurriedly scopped up the bills. 
They worked so fast they scat­ 
tered several thousand dollars on 
the floor in their race for the door. 
The Chicago gunmen cursed their 
holdup victims as they looted the 
Mount 
Greenwood 
State 
Bank. 
They contrasted sharply with the 
Triumph bandit. 
Employes said 
he carried on a genial conversation 
for 15 minutes, commenting on the 
pleasant weather and saying he was 
“sorry” to rob them. 
The Iowa holdup of the People’s 
Trust and Savings Branch Bank 
was carried out by an unmasked 
man who first asked to cash some 
checks.

Giving figures, Mr. Shaidnagle 
stated that of $275,000,000 spent in 
tourist trade in Missouri last year, 
$92,000,000 
came from

ians, $183,000,000 by outstate cus­ 
tomers. 
He told of the vast amounts of 
money spent by the states of Mis­ 
souri 
and Kentucky 
to promote 
their recreational spots and the 
paltry amount allotted for Illinois 
at Springfield. 
“Kentucky spent $250,000 
last 
year 
to advertise

areas, knowing it would get back 
far more than that amount in in­ 
creased gasoline taxes,” he stat­ 
ed.

CHICAGO <U.P> — Doctors have 
changed an unruly “brat” into a 
sweet little girl by removing half 
her brain. 
The 
operation, 
performed 
by 
four surgeons May 14 at Wesley 
Memorial Hospital here, was re­ 
vealed for the first time Tuesday. 
The unidentified, 6-year-old girl 
left Wesley June I with a new per­ 
sonality. She was also free of the 
convulsions which seized her body 
IO to 12 times a day, doctors said. 
She can now look forward to a 
normal, happy life in the unidenti­ 
fied northern Indiana town where 
her parents live, the doctors said. 
She still has a partial paralysis, 
causing her to limp and affecting 
the use of her left arm and hand. 
But she suffered from the same 
handicaps before the operation. 
“She is cooperative, her aggres­ 
siveness is gone, and she is a chang­ 
ed and friendly child,” a hospital 
spokesman said. 
The little girt had been afflicted 
since her first year with a strange 
malady tentatively diagnosed as en­ 
cephalitis or perhaps a brain infec­ 
tion. 
She was so disobedient, destruc­ 
tive and unruly that neither her 


teachers nor parents could stand 
her, a spokesman for the surgical 
team said. 
Her teachers sent her home from 
school, even though she had better 
than average intelligence, and her 
parents considered placing her in 
an institution. 
Doctors at Wesley X-rayed the 
little girl’s brain by draining out 
the natural body fluid and replac­ 
ing it with helium. 
They found 
the 
right 
“hemisphere” 
of 
the 
brain was covered with scar tissue 
and had shrunk to the size of a 
half grapefruit.

Strong pressures h a v e been put 
upon the Eisenhower adm inis tr n 
lion to give arm s to Israel in tho 
bitter Middle E astern dispute with 
Ole Arab countries. 
Yet this gov­ 
ernment has stubbornly resisted 
those urgings. 
One of the principal reasons why 
has now been carefully expounded 
by Secretary of State Dulles.

Romans Made Sure 
Of Getting Taxes 
WASHINGTON (IP) — American 
taxpayers should be thankful that 
they do not have to go through 
what the Romans of 1600 years ago 
did. 
One headache of the U. S. Inter­ 
nal Revenue Service is whether all 
who should file returns do so. The 
Romans had this problem licked— 
in their fashion. 
An account of how Roman tax 
collectors filled their quotas still 
survives as written by Lactantius, 
a man living in Gaul around the 
fourth century: 


. . wives (were dealt with) to | 
accuse their husbands. 
When no 
sort of evidence could be found, 
men were forced by torture to ac­ 
cuse themselves. . . Yet this mat 
tor was not trusted to the first 
tax men, but new sets of them, 
one after another were sent about, I 
that new men might always find 
new m atter to work upon. . . By 
means of these oppressions the 
stock of cattle was much dimish- 
cd and many men died; and yet the 
j taxes continued still to be levied,' 
even for those that were dead.”
